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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that Liang does not discuss 
modifying the pre-existing class hierarchy as required by independent claims 1 and 16. In response, it is noted that independent claim 1 
does not require the aspects of the class loading hierarchy upon which the applicants arguments are based. Furthermore, the applicant 
states that the Liang reference is not adding a new class loader to the pre-existing class loading hierarchy, and further that classloaders of 
Liang has no hierarchy. In response, it is noted in section 2.3 that upon creation of a new classloader called MyClassLoader, requests are 
delegated to the system class loader by calling findSystemClass, whereby upon finding that the class we are trying to load is not a system 
class, a helper class in the MyClassLoader loads the class. Consequently, there is clearly a hierarchy of delegation to the user-defined 
classloaders of Liang. 
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
